Chaffey College administrators 
remain firm in their belief that they 
are doing what’s best for the school, 
even though Chaffey appears to be 
the only state community college 
district to propose staff and 


program cuts on such a large scale. 


Superintendent-President James 
Catanzaro and marketing director 
and legislative analyst Steve 
Wallace said they feel they have 
made the correct decision after con- 
tacting state legislators. 

In March, on recommendation 
from Catanzaro, the board of 
trustees approved cutbacks and 
elimination of several instructional 
programs as a contingency plan if 
Proposition 9 is approved. 

As a result of those program cuts, 
layoff notices were sent to 44 full- 
time faculty members. An ad- 


ditional 42 notices went out to 
categorically funded or first-year 
faculty members notifying them 
that they may not be re-employed 
next school year, according to the 
college personnel office. 

However, the director of higher 
education for the California 
Teachers Association has joined op- 
position to the Chaffey College ac- 
tion. 

CTA representative Cal Rossi 
called the action ‘“‘unthinkable.” 

“JT think that the board and that 
administration are being irrespon- 
sible...’ Rossi said in a telephone in- 
terview from his Burlingame office. 

“Actually I think that the board is 
panicking in face of the current 
situation and they seem to be alone 
in their attitude,’ said Rossi. 

A survey taken by the state com- 
munity college chancellor’s office in 
early March showed that 11 other

Teachers’ association to 


present proposal for pact 


The Upland Teachers’ Association 
plans to have a full initial contract 
proposal for the coming year to pre- 
sent at the May 13 Upland School 
District trustees meeting. 

Barbara Carter, chief negotiator 
for the group, said she expects the 
only real problems to be posed by 
outside circumstances, such as the 
potential passing of Proposition 9 in 
June. 

Carter and Jim Davidson, presi- 
dent of the ‘teachers’ association, 
were present at a special board 
meeting called by Upland trustees 
Tuesday to discuss the initial partial 
contract proposal for the 1980-81 
school year. 

Teachers are asking for an early 
retirement incentive program to be 
instituted, effective for staff 


members at age 55. 

They also proposed an extended 
contract for summer school 
teachers beginning with summer 
session this year. 

The complete proposal will in- 
clude wages, fringe benefits and 
other negotiable items. 

Davidson said the teachers’ 
association and the district enjoyed 
“stable” relations, and have worked 
together in a spirit of cooperation 
for the past several years. 

The Upland Teachers’ Association 
represents roughly 250 certified 
employees throughout the district. 

In other action, the trustees 
adopted the 1980-1981 school year 
calendar. Classes will begin Sept. 15 
and run through June 19 for a total of 
176 teaching days. 


Robbery suspect convicted 


An Upland man convicted of rob- 
bing several Ontario residents and 
kidnapping one man at gunpoint has 
been sentenced to life in prison. 

' « West Valley Superior Court Judge 
Clifton L. Allen handed down the 
sentence last week to Jose De La 
Luz Gallegos, 31, of 557 Diamond 
Court. 

Gallegos, also known as Jose An- 
thony Rodriguez, was found guilty 
by a jury of five counts of robbery, 
four counts of assault with a deadly 
weapon, kidnapping for ransom, two 
counts of burglary and using a fire- 
arm. 

gpoording to testimony, Gallegos 


and a companion knocked on the 
door of an apartment on East Holt 
Boulevard in Ontario Nov. 24 and 
asked if ‘‘Maria’” was home. Told 
she was not, they left, returning lat- 
er. When they were allowed inside, 
they robbed and beat the four occu- 
pants. 


One man, Martin Rodriguez, 26, 
was taken at gunpoint to his cousin’s 
home next door. The cousin was 
robbed of $320 and a television set. 


The paroled ex-convict received 
the life sentence for the kidnapping 
for ransom charge, said prosecutor 
Stephen Glasser.

Condo project

Years ago Bill Matreyek, of 
Matreyek Homes, Inc., had a dream 
for a planned community in Upland 
which would include a wide array of 
recreational facilities in a park-like 
setting. 

Monday night that dream came 
one step closer*to reality. 

The Upland City Council capped 
nearly five months.of effort on 
Matreyek’s behalf by approving the 
draft environmental impact report 
and a general plan amendment on 
the Upland Hills Country Club. 
Specific plans must still be 
approved. 

The proposed development, to be 
located on both the north and south 
sides of 16th Street east of Campus 
Avenue, and continuing east to the 
Rancho Cucamonga city limits, 
would have 554 one-story 
condominium units lining an 18-hole, 
par-70 golf course. 

Other planned amenities include a 


110-room hotel, a small shopping - 


center, a fine restaurant, a 400-seat 
conference center, 13 swimming 
pools for residents, tennis courts 
and a recreational vehicle storage 
facility. 

The project is unique in that it 
would be the first major 
development in the city to bypass 
growth management plan 
requirements. The exhaustive 
report, more than 200 pages long, 
deals with the issues usually 
included in the growth management 
plan, thus cutting an extra step from 
the approval process. 

A feature of the project that 
planners found particularly 
impressive was inclusion of a waste 
water treatment plant in the

Twelve -Upland residents have 
taken an active interest in the open 
seat on the city council, vacated 


‘April 15 when Councilman John 


McCarthy became mayor as a result 
of recent municipal elections. 

According to City Clerk Dee 
Carpenter, none of the 12 who took 
out applications for the position 
have turned in the completed forms 
yet. Filing deadline is noon Friday. 

Council members determined at a 
special meeting last week to fill the 
seat by appointment, rather than 
special election, and invited all in- 
terested city residents to apply 

The council acted on the 
recommendation of McCarthy when 
he outlined a plan whereby council 
members will review applicants and 
each select three candidates, in 
order of priority. If no single can- 
didate is a clear winner, a special 
meeting will be held for personal in- 
terviews, and the new council 
member will then be chosen. 

The only requirements applicants 
must meet to be eligible for the of- 
fice are to be at least 18 years of age 
and registered Upland voters. 

The council is also accepting 
applications for positions on the 
city’s planning commission, to fill 
the seat vacated by Al Canestro 
when he was elected to the city 
council April 8. 

McCarthy said there is also a 
vacancy on the city’s architectural 
commission, and a decision to fill 
both seats must be made by the 
council in the near future. 

McCarthy said the cost of a 
special election, estimated at $15,- 
000 by the city clerk, would be 
prohibitive. He added that a careful

Rossi noted the final decision on 
layoffs will have to be made by the 
district by May 15, almost three

An option to continue running the 
school until the money runs out is 
not responsible, say Wallace, Catan- 
zaro and members of the Chaffey 
board. Wallace said state law re- 
quires that districts operate at least 
175 days a year and, for every day 
less than 175 that a school operates, 
a “large penalty” is taken from the 
state apportionment to the district. 

If the school ran out of money dur- 
ing the year, students could not get 
credit for courses partially com- 
pleted. ‘‘It would really be a 
destructive thing to do to students,”’ 
said Wallace.

The project received little 
discussion from the four council 
members, after hours of 
deliberation with the planning 
commission in previous months. 

Councilman Al Canestro, recently 
elected to office, served as planning 
commissioner during reviews of the 
Matreyek project, and joined 
council members Ina Petokas and 
Frank Hoover in voting in favor of

Plan to rob homosexuals began - 
crime spree, testimony reveals

A crime spree that ended in death 
for an Upland man who was thrown 
off a cliff and serious injury to his 
roommate started as a plan to ‘‘rob 
a couple queers,” testimony at West 
Valley Superior Court revealed 
Tuesday. 

Two youths testified that Forrest 
Maylon Richardson, who is accused 
of the crimes, asked them if they 
wanted to help ‘‘rob some queers.” 

“T told him I didn’t want any part 
of that,” said Jeff Campbell. 

But Richardson, 18, of Ontario, 
found two willing partners to partic- 
ipate in a robbery at the home of 
James Joseph Pirlo, 33, and Bruce 
E. Hammond, 36, prosecutor John 
Kochis said in his opening statement 
to the jury. 

The two Upland men were robbed, 
kidnapped, beaten and thrown off a 
cliff at Glendera Ridge Road two 
miles west of Baldy Village last 
Nov. 2. Pirlo survived but Ham- 
mond was killed after tumbling to 
the bottom of the 400-foot cliff. 

Richardson decided to kill the 
roommates because they knew him 
and could later identify him, Kochis 
said. 

His left hand wrapped in a ban-

dage, Pirlo was the key prosecution 
witness during the first day of testi- 
mony at Richardson’s trial. Four 
days were spent selecting a jury. 

Richardson, who is accused of 
murder, attempted murder, kidnap- 
ping, robbery and burglary, was 
ruled unfit for trial as a juvenile al- 
though he was 17 at the time of the 
incident. He has pleaded innocent to 
the crimes and innocent by reason of 
insanity. Therefore, if he is con- 
victed of the charges, a second trial 
will be held to determine whether he 
was sane at the time of the crime. 

Pirlo, a Claremont hairstylist, 
said he and Hammond were prepar- 
ing dinner when he heard a knock at 
his door. He said he admitted Rich- 
ardson, whom he knew, and another 
man, later identified as Robert Tho- 
mas Leturgey, 21, of Ontario. 

The four talked a while and then 
Richardson grabbed Pirlo and 
forced him to lie down, Pirlo said. 
He and Hammond were robbed and 
bound with cords cut from electri- 
cial wires. Their fingers were taped 
together and they were gagged. 

A third person entered the house - 
later identified as a 15-year-old On- 
tario youth -- and helped carry Pirlo 
and Hammond to the garage, Pirlo 
said. They were stuffed into the

trunk of Hammond's car and driven 
to an area off Glendora Ridge Road, 
two miles west of Baldy Village. 

Pulled from the trunk, the two 
were beaten by Richardson and the 
youth, Pirlo testified. ‘‘Forrest told 
(the 15-year-old) to make sure hé 
beat my legs so I couldn’t walk.’ 

Pirlo said he lost consciousness. 
He awoke later on the side of a hill. 
“T called for Mr. Hammond. He 
moaned. I covered him. I was rub- 
bing him, trying to keep him warm, 
and then I heard like a death rattle. 
It’s hard to describe. Then he didn’t 
move.” 

Pirlo said he managed to climb to 
the top of the hill and summon aid 
from a passing jogger. He was taken 
to a hospital with a broken arm and 
numerous cuts, bruises and contu- 
sions. His left arm still requires sur- 
gery. ‘ 

Richardson is the last of three 
persons charged with the crimes to 
go to trial. Leturgey was sentenced 
to life in prison for the kidnapping 
and robbery and the 15-year-old was 
sent to the California Youth Authori- 
ty. ' 

The charges against Richardson 
carry the death penalty, but Rich- 
ardson is exempt because he was 
not 18 at the time of the incident.

Chino showed a sizable increase last month, with 157 
permits with a total value of $1,319,758 issued last month, 
compared to March 1979’s valuation of $734,069. Com- 
parative three-month totals also were up when a total 
valiiation of $5,651,562 was recorded during the initial 
three monthis of this year, comparéd with only $1,824,923 
during the same périod in 1979. 


The 135 permits issued last month in Upland had a total 
valuation of $3,676,614 compared with a March 1979 total 
of $7,120,814. Upland’s three-month total amounted to 
$5,736,230 this year, compared with $15,080,850 for the 
first three months of 1979. 


The county building and safety department reported it 
issued 762 permits last month with a total valuation of 
$26.8 million. This compares with 1,090 permits in March 
1979 valued at $41.7 million. 

In the first three months of this year, the county issued 
2,162 permits for new construction with a value of $92.5 
million. During the same period in 1979, it issued 3,089 
permits valued at $99.2 million. 

Last month the county’s West End office issued 86 per- 
mits worth $2 million. 

A total of 275 permits were issued countywide in March 
arid half of these — 133 — were in the Victor Valley area.

The county board of supervisors 
Monday approved an updated plan to 
assist the elderly next fiscal year, 
placing stronger emphasis on 
affordable housing for seniors. | 

James Fare, administrator of the 
county’s human resources agéhcy, 
said concern over lack of low-cost 
holtising and a fiew ombudsman 
program wefe the two major 
revisions in the cofitiniing program. 

For the fiscal year beginning July 
1, the budget for the area plan on 
aging was increased $141,088, 
making the total $2,574,097, over the 
amount supervisors had previously 
approved as part of a five-year plan. 

In public hearings, seniors 
stressed the need for low-cost 
housing and for changes in local 
ordinances allowing mobile homes 
outside trailer parks. 

The advisory council on aging 
added housing as.its third major 
objective for 1980-81 after listening 
to seniors’ coneerns, making 
housing a subject for grant 
proposals. 


Federal funds under the 
Compréhensive Older Americans 
Act account for all but $13,500 in 
next year’s budget. 

Transportation ranked as the top 
priority identified during seven 
public hearings. The budget report 
calls Omnitrans the ‘‘key 
transportation service provider” in 
the county, but notes the bus service 
does not extend coufitywide. 

Health cafe was the second- 
ranking ¢oncern in the area plan. 

The report says, “Response at the 
area hearing indicated that the most 
prevalent barriers to health care 
were cost of health care, poor 
quality of available services, 
inaccessibility of health-care 
services, refusal of many local 
doctors to accept Medicare 
Medi-Cal patients, lack of 
sensitivity by the medical 
community in treatment of older 
people. 

“Older persons in rural areas of 
the county were particularly faced 
with lack of doctors and lack of 
access .to specialized medical 
services.”

County ok’s plan to assist - 
next fiscal year 


Although the county health 
department maintains clinics 
throughout the county, the report 
says the clinics are not designed to 
meet the special needs of the elderly 
and are sometimes inaccessible 
because of inadequate transporta- 
tion. 

The office on agifig has completed 
work on a plafi for a network of 
health-care centers aimed at 
assisting seniors afd is looking 
toward a demofistfation project. 


In-home services was ranked as 
the fourth priority. Ongoing 
programs are hampered by limited 
funds, the report says. 


The office on aging has a five-year 
goal to reduce the number of seniors 
living in institutional settings by 15 
percent under what the figure would 
be without alternate services. 


That goal was pared from 30 
percent after passage of Proposition 
1d: 

Dennis Jackson, deputy director 
of the office on aging, said the plan 
for 1980-81 continues an ombudsman 
program started this fiscal year.

Backed by several years of mutu- 
al cooperation and admiration, two 
focal arson experts have helped 
write the first book ever published 
on investigation of that crime. 

It has been needed for a long time, 
said Montclair Police Youth Ser- 
yices Coordinator Fred Drury and 
Fire Inspector Jim Brown, the two 
arson investigators who helped 
writed the book. 

The book, a training manual: is 
being published by the California 
District Attorney’s Association, un- 
der, a $140,000 grant from the Aetna 
Insurance Co. 

“Brown and Drury co-authored a 
chapter ‘on the juvenile fire-setter 
and Brown wrote a second one on 
ttf fire inspector's role in arson in- 
vestigation. The manual is titled 


“Arson Investigation and Prosecu- 
tion.” 

“Tt’s the first publication of its 
kind to Show case-by-case every tea- 
mwork method known for investi- 
gating crimes of arson,’’ Brown 
said. 

“Tt’ll be two volumes going na- 
tionwide to help educate prosecu- 
tors and investigators,’ he Said. 
“We hope it’ll make people aware 
that there is a way to successfully 
prosecute the crime.” 

Arson is ‘‘a damn difficult crime”’ 
to work with, he said. ‘‘It gets shov- 
ed under the rug a lot because inves- 
tigators find it hard to prosecute. 

‘And district attorneys hate ar- 
son cases because they get burned 
when they get into court,’ Brown 
said, smiling at the pun. 

The training manual will show in- 
vestigators how to interview sus-

_ pects and will show prosecutors how 


to question witnesses, they said. 

In the manual, Brown identifies 
the problem of the juvenile fire-set- 
ter while Drury gives a psychologi- 
cal profile of a typical pathological 
juvenile arsonist. 

It also explains how investigators 
and prosecutors can work together 
to build a case against a suspected 
arsonist that will stand up in court 
and get a strong ruling. 

As an example, ‘‘By the two of us 
working together on our cases, we 
have more information when we get 
to court than we’d have separately,” 
Drury said. 

Both men have concentrated their 
efforts on the juvenile fire-setter 
since 75 percent of all arson fires in 
Montclair are caused by youths. 

Last year, arson caused 1,200 
deaths nationwide, $3.5 billion in

The Blacks, who lived in Chicago, 
Tll., in 1928, first built the local 
residence as a winter home at a 

- time when Mr. Black was vice 
president and director of the 

‘Chicago Duluth Georgian Bay 
Transit Co. 

Historic reports show that the 
home was built by Los Angeles 
architect Van Pelt to Mrs. Black’s 
specifications because she had a 
great interest in home designing and 
decorating, much in keeping with 
the style of the late New York 
designer Dorothy Draper. 

It is said Mrs. Black had the 
windows placed in the home so they 

‘afforded a view down the lanes 
between the rows upon rows of 

’ citrus trees, giving a feeling of light 
and space. 

An Oriental motif was featured in

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the original interior design of the 
home and is being featured in the 
transformation now taking place as 
several interior designers tackle the 
project for ‘Showcase ‘80.” 

When the designers’ work is 
finished, the 4,000-square-foot home 
will be open to the public for two 
weeks, beginning April 19 for tours. 
Hours will be from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Tuesdays through Fridays and from 
10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Saturdays and 
Sundays. Tickets are available from 
members of both auxiliaries and can 
be purchased at the door during tour 
hours. 

The French style residence, set 
amid spacious grounds with an 
Olympic-size swimming pool, was 
the setting in the late ‘20s for social 
gatherings covered by the local 
newspaper. 

Once such article describes the 
first party in the house in 1928 in this 
way: ‘‘The play, bubbling with 
clever lines, was presented in the 
spacious living room, about which 
some of the guests grouped 
themselves conveniently, while 
others viewed the production from 
the vantage point of the balcony 
above.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Black happened to 
come to the West End because they 
visited Mrs. Black’s girlhood friend 
from Colorado, Myra Stille, who 
then was Mrs. George Stamm. The 
Stamms lived in the home on the 
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Rattan is featured in this room, and the tree seen behind the 





chaise lounge in far background features silk flowers. Peach is 
the predominant accent color in this room.

southwest corner of 13th Street and 
Euclid Avenue in Upland, and the 
Blacks purchased the property just 
two blocks north of their friends and 
next to the Harwood house at 15th 
Street and Euclid Avenue. (The 
Harwood House was featured as 
‘Showcase ‘79"’ last spring). 

Pat McAleer of Casa Alegre 
Auxiliary who did much research on 
the Black home, interviewed people 
who knew the Blacks and also talked 
with their descendants. 

“The octogon-shaped dining room 
was exquisite,”’ she reports. ‘‘It had 
corner china cupboards painted 
chinese red and the walls were 
papered with chinese wallpaper ... 
the room was large enough to take 
two teakwood gaming tables that 
were cut in two.” 

There also were silk paintings 
throughout the home, and on the 
wall opposite the front door was a 
Chinese ancestor paper wall 
hanging. 


“When Mrs. Black planned the 
dining room, it looked to a glass 
logia, beyond which was a circular 
screened room,’ Mrs. MacAleer 
said. ‘It was in these areas, she 
would entertain at dinners and 
luncheons ... with such expertise 
that one woman in this area can still 
recall the exact menu of one of the 
many luncheons and dinners she 
attended there many years ago.”’ 
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The Blacks had only one child, a 
daughter, Marian Black Welge, who 
came out from Chicago in 1933 with 
her husband Walter ‘“‘Cy’’ Welge. 
They bought 10 acres of groves with 
a vintage ranch house on it, directly 
across Euclid Avenue from her 
parents’ home. This house no longer 
is standing. Mr. Welge passed away 
when their two children, Martha and 
Bill, were very young. His widow 
later became Mrs. Kendle Moore 
Hill and resided in Upland and the 
Red Hill area for many years where 
she was well known. When Mr. Hill 
passed away, Mrs. Hill moved to 
Laguna Beach, where she is near 
her children. 

After the original owner of the 
“Showcase House,’’ Mr. Black, 
passed away in 1940 at the age of 73, 
Mrs. Black continued to live in the 
family home until 1955 when she 
sold it to Jack and Marie Ciark. 
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‘80’ reflects the 1920s 


Mrs. Black moved to a little Cape 
Cod house on the east side of Euclid 
just below Foothill. She lived there 
until her death in February 1966. 
Her daughter, Mrs. Hill, sold the 
house to Frances Clark (now Mrs. 
Bud Randau), who is the 
granddaughter of the late Mr. 
Harwood. So the “Showcase Houses 
of 1979 and 1980’’ are not only next 
door to each other but also are 
linked through the two original 
families. 

Other owners of the Black home 
since Jack and Marie Clark have 
been Don E. Clark, Irene Bonynge, 
Wendell B. Sell and Sharlotte, Allan 
H. Gott and Mary, Robert 
Chamberlain and the present 
owners, the Mistrettas. 

Chamberlain built the spacious 
guest house and the swimming pool 
and also remodeled the kitchen. The 
garden room was added by the 
current owners. 

Local interior designers now are 
busy working to renovate the home 
and redecorate it in keeping with the 
original motif. The landscaping, 
already completed, was done by 
Orlando and Joe Mistretta of The 
Good Earth in Upland. 

Of particular interest will be the 
garden room done by Betty Wood 
and Jolayne Wilson of Design West 
Interiors in Upland; the master 
bedroom suite and bath by Phyllis J. 
Sullivan of J.H. Biggar in Pomona, 
the girl’s bedroom by Cozette Winn, 
Susan Barbes and Sharon Algozer 
from Chaffey College; and the guest 
house master bedroom, bath and 
guest bedroom by Toni Baiunco 
from the Division of Nettle Creek 
Shop of Pasadena.

‘fhe middle-aged man faces retirement. He is beset by 
problems and feels isolated by family and friends. No 
oné‘seems to understand him. ‘ 

Afcohol provides his only comfort. He turns to it often. 

The housewife drinks alone at home everyday, 
becoming intoxicated by noon. She is a hidden alcoholic 
— only her family sees the ravages of her consumption of 
booze. 

Alcoholism is a disease of isolation and most alcoholics 
are isolated in one of two ways — either socially and/or 
on:a personal level. 

Alcoholics can find that someone cares about them and 
learn to face the stresses in their lives — without booze 
— ina local alcohol recovery program. 

In the Renewal Unit at Ontario Community Hospital, 
these men and women from all walks of life learn to 
relate to other people, to end their isolation and most 
importantly, to stop drinking. 

describing the isolation and ‘‘loner existence”’ of an 
aleoholic, Keith Piper, unit director, said, ‘‘He knows a 
lot of people, but no one knows him.” 

He and Robert Beroker, Ph.D., discussed some of the 
ways alcoholics react to stress. If an alcoholic is grieving 
over the death of a loved one, he is “trying to get over it, 
rather than through it. He denies himself comfort,” 
Piper said. 

Alcoholics have many frustrations in their marriages, 
problems with their kids, work and career worries and 
stresses such as the death of a spouse, retirement, 
premature disability. 

“They will not allow supportative involvements with 
others.’ the two therapists said. Instead of getting 
emotional support from other people, alcoholics turn to 
liquor. 

While there is no such thing as a typical personality of 
an alcoholic, there are addictive personalities — they put 
distance between the cause of stress and themselves — 
in this case booze. 

‘The outcome of this way of handling stress is 
isolation and loneliness. That’s why we get them 
involved with others,’’ said Piper. 

“We focus on patient care, the quality of the patient 
relationship,” he said. 

In the cheerful sunny wing of the local hospital, 
alcoholic patients stay in two-bed rooms and take care of 
their own needs, doing their personal laundry, making 
their beds, eating their meals in the hospital lounge. 

Mornings are occupied by group sessions in physical 
therapy, walks around the hospital grounds and sessions 
with one of the therapists on staff. Primarily, the 
therapists strive to teach the patients to relate to each 
other through just plain talking or in group therapy 
sessions. That is why there are no televisions in the 


Therapists reach 
out to community 


Because alcoholics show up in many places — at work, 
in court on drunk-driving charges and in physicians’ of- 
fices — the Renewal Unit at Ontario Community 
Hospital offers many outreach programs into the com- 
munity. 

b As a service to industry, Renewal therapists will give 
free employee assistance by training supervisory per- 

Jb sonnel in spotting people with various problems, in- 
cluding alcoholism. 

w ‘We instruct them to refer the problem people to us 
for a free evaluation,’ said Bob Beroker, part-time 
therapist for the unit. 

If the problems are not alcohol-related, the people are 
referred to other agencies. 

‘“Mdustry is becoming aware of how much it costs 
ther not to deal with these problems,” added Keith 
Piper, director of Renewal. He said these costs to in- 
dustry are in the accidents, illnesses and absences of the 
alcoholic. 

Some of the patients in the Renewal Unit are there as 
part of a drinking driving diverson program that has 
been approved by the San Bernardino County District 
Attorney’s office. 

“Any physician also can admit their patients here and 
cah follow them through the program with absolutely no 
fear,’ said Piper. When the patient leaves, the personal 
physician is given a complete medical survey. 

There also is a therapist on call 24 hours, seven days a 
week if a physician has a question about the program or 
their patient. 

Under the sponsorship of Renewal, meetings of 
Alcoholics Anonymous are held on Wednesday and Sun- 
day nights at Ontario Community Hospital. Meetings of a 
women’s AA group are held weekly in a residence across 
the street from the hospital that contains offices for the 
Renewal staff. 

“We are trying to bring into awareness all means of 
helping people with their lives and AA is one of these,” 
Piper said. ‘We feel its important that they know about 
that.” 

Piper noted that only about 10 percent of all alcoholics 
seek any kind of treatment and that 10 percent includes 
those who attend only one AA meeting. 

‘‘Most people think of a typical alcoholic as a ‘‘skid 
row bum but they only comprise 5 percent of alcoholics,” 
he said. The other 95 percent are housewives, executives, 
lawyers, high-ranking military officers, psych- 
technicians, nurses, letter carriers, auto mechanics, 
salesmen, people from all walks of life. 

As a motivation to get alcoholics into the program, the 
therapists on the Renewal staff will do a free consulta- 
tion with any physician’s patient. 
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patients’ rooms. The therapy staff wants the alcoholics 
to learn to relate to other people. 

Once a week, clinical staffing sessions are held to 
review patients’ medical and rehabilitative progress. 
Then the salient points from these sessions are discussed 
with the patients themselves. 

In addition to Piper and Beroker, there are part-time 
therapists, a psychologist and two medical doctors as 
well as a secretary on the Renewal staff. 

Because patients are admitted under the diagnosis of 
acute and chronic alcoholism, there must be a licensed 
personnel on staff 24 hours a day.

“The most important thing is we have to be patient, 
understanding and care about them,” she said. 

Alcoholic patients in the Renewal Unit either admit 
themselves or are admitted by relatives or their 
personal physician. They can come directly to the 
hospital, but Piper prefers that they telephone in 
advance. Patients must have proof of insurablity, but 
Piper said many local companies have “great insurance 
covering alcoholism.” He said those under Medicare are 
eligible for two stays, one of 21 days and one of 19 days. 
Medi-Cal does not cover alcoholism. 

The alcoholic patient remains in the Renewal unit for 
21 days in the program plus necessary time for 
detoxification. The average cost for this, and Piper 
emphasizes average, is $5,000, which does not include the 
physician’s fee. 

The success rate for Renewal is quite good. Piper said

that a year later after treatment in the unit, between 60 
and 65 percent of the patients still are sober. 

Once an alcoholic patient has been through the 
complete renewal program, he is involved in a one-year 
follow-up program that is conducted by Beroker. He 
holds group therapy sessions in a structured series of 48 
topics and as needed also sees people privately as a 

+ therapist. 

“The central issue here is how to maintain an ongoing 
recovery in the first year,’ Beroker explained. ‘‘Their 
chances of remaining sober are far greater if they make 
it through that first year.” he said. 

In this follow-up program which is included in the base 
cost of the Renewal 21 day program, Beroker said he 
tries to “teach people how to relate to others and to learn 
to accept emotional support. 

“When they deny emotional needs, they wind up using 
alcohol to handle the stresses in their lives.”

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Safeguard children from accidents

‘Somber and alarming statistics show that children’s 
accidents are the largest single cause of death between 
the ages of 1 and 15, claiming more victims than the six 
leading fatal diseases.”’ 

These frightening words are by Dr. Jay M. Arena, 
former president of the American Academy of 
Pediatrics. They are contained in the Council on Family 
Health’s newly revised booklet, ‘‘The Care and Safety of 
Young Children.”’ 

The following information is reprinted with permission 
of the Council on Family Health. 

In the first section, titled ‘“‘Their Safety Is Your 
Responsibility,’ Arena writes that rearing a child has 
been called the “greatest responsibility an adult ever 
will assume.”’ 

The booklet is divided into five sections. Among the 
subjects covered are: safety and the newborn, 
safeguarding the home for exploring youngsters, proper 
use and storage of medicines and fire prevention. 

The pediatrician suggests three basic rules to 
safeguard an infant from accidents. _ 

They are: (1) NEVER underestimate the rapid rate of 
a baby’s physical, mental and social development. It 
increases, literally, while your back is turned; (2) 
Always be prepared for the unexpected; and (3) NEVER 
leave a baby alone outside the crib or playpen when he is 
awake. 

Arena notes that the Council on Family Health 
indicates that a particularly dangerous period in the

infant’s development begins about: three months after 
birth when they begin to turn over by themselves. This is 
the time when a baby can die from mechanical 
suffocation from covers, pillows and articles of clothing 
that. fall on his face and smother him. 

The booklet also cautions about keeping small objects 
out of baby’s reach and being sure the crib and toys are 












finished with lead-free paint. 

In ‘‘Safeguarding the Home for Exploring 
Youngsters,’’ Arena writes, ‘When a baby starts to 
walk, parents begin to run themselves ragged.’ He goes 
on to say that the ‘‘only sensible solution ... is to 
recognize that as soon as he can walk, a baby’s entire 
environment takes on new dimensions that invite 
exploration.” 

The pediatrician recommends examining the home and 
eliminating methodically the potential hazards such as 
cleaning agents, detergents, disinfectants, and 
insecticides from under sinks and low cupboards in the 
kitchen; keeping all medicines out of a toddler’s reach; 
NEVER leaving a child under 3 alone in the bathtub; and 
observing general safety rules. 

Once the youngster is beckoned by the expanding world 
after the age of 3, he is confronted by excitement and 
danger, Arena says in the section on “Fire and Traffic — 
New Dangers Inside and Outside.’’ He cautions parents 
to realize they are the chief source of information and 
practical lessons vital to a child’s safety. 

In the booklet he discusses safety precautions for the 
child on a tricycle, while a passenger in a car and 
protection from home fires. 

In an excerpt from the book, ‘‘Child Safety Is No 
Accident’ by Dr. Arena and Miriam Bachar, it is 
mentioned that homes need to be ‘‘child-oriented”’ rather 
than child-proofed.

“I looked at cancer not as a degenerative process but a 
regenerative process — a rebirth of change of attitude,” 
she said in a recent interview. 

It was during her experience with cancer that Ms. 
Ralston realized there was a ‘‘great need for working 
with the psychological and sociological aspects of having 
cancer.” 

She began doing research at major universities on 
these aspects of the disease, put all of the ideas down on 
paper and formed a program that was accepted for a por- 
tion of a grant from the National Institute of Mental 
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Health, she said. 

A former cancer coordinator for the Riverside County 
Health Department, Ms. Ralston has worked both in 
group and individual therapy with cancer patients and 
now works with two Los Angeles area oncologists (tumor 
specialists) in a hospital setting, she said. 

“T am an extension of their services. I work with the 
total approach to having cancer. The doctors do the sur- 
gery or provide the treatment (radiation and chemo), 
put it is up to the patients to repair themselves. This is 
where my work is most important,” she said. 

“I have no panacea, but offer an adjunct therapy to 
enhance the quality of life and perhaps hélp them outlive 
their life expectancies.”’ 

Leslie Ralston has been cancer-free for four years now 
and has been offering lectures and producing tapes on 
cancer education as well as conducting her therapy 
sessions. 
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She will be one of the speakers Feb. 24 at a special con- 
ference on ‘Stress, Emotions and Cancer Prevention’ to 
be held at the Uplander Motor Hotel, Upland, from 2 to 6 
p.m. The event is being sponsored by the Riverside- 
based Cancer Federation and is open to the public for a 


nominal fee. out : 
The Cancer Federation, which is not affiliated in any 


way with the American Cancer Society, is not opposed to 
the use of traditional therapies such as surgery, radia- 
tion and chemotherapy. However, the federation does 
not believe these approaches are the final answer to the 
problem of cancer. ; ; 
Ms. Ralston was quick to point out that her therapy is 
not designed to replace medical care but is a tool to be 
used along with that care. 
But she does feel emotions have a great deal to do with 
cancer and could be a contributing factor to the disease

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Scientists OK design for 
largest optical telescope

University of California 
astronomers have united 
behind an innovative design 
concept in their push to 
build a giant optical 
telescope nearly twice the 
size of the present world’s 
record holder. 

The telescope would have 
a hexagonal mirror roughly 
10 meters in diameter 
composed of 60 smaller 
segments. 

The segmented design 
won out recently over a 
competing design for a 
more traditional mirror 
cast in a single piece. The 
segmented surface would 
act optically the same as 
the monolithic mirror. 

Dr. Jerry Nelson of UC- 
Berkeley, leader of the 
group that pushed for the 
segmented design, said 


plans will be completed and 
presented to UC President 
David Saxon in June or 
July. 

Saxon, a supporter of the 
telescope project, will then 
have to raise the money. 
Cost estimates now range 
from $20 to $50 million. 

“My personal prejudice is 
about $30 million,’’ Nelson 
said. 

“In about six months we 
should only have about 20 
percent uncertainty about 
the cost.” 

Nelson will head a 
technical subcommittee to 
draw up the final plans for 
the project. That 
subcommittee is to be 
named by Dr. D.E. 
Osterbrook of UC-Santa 
Cruz, head of the 
systemwide committee that 
has been working on the 
telescope proposal for more 
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than two years. 

‘“‘We have written an 
interim report on how we 
would make the segmented 
primary mirror,” Nelson 
said. ‘‘Technical reports 
and costing are still needed 
on the dome, drive system 
and the rest of the facility. 

“Once we have all the 
money, we're looking at 
five years to build it,” he 
said. ‘I would be surprised 
if we’re not all finished and 
using it 10 years frorn now.’ 

The first choice site for 
the facility is Mount Mauna 
Kea, Hawaii. 

‘“‘No one’s done one like 
this (segmented mirror) 
before except for optical 
and technical 
demonstrations in the lab.”’

Lessons learned from California earthquakes have 
served as guidelines for the compilation of an instruction 
manual. ‘How to Survive an Earthquake: Home and 
Family Preparedness,’ which was reviewed at a recent 
meeting in New Orleans of the American Home 
Economics Association. 
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The book was written by three home economists, Libby 
Lafferty, Harriet Paine and Shirley Smith, all of whom 
live in earthquake-prone areas. Lafferty is a teacher at 
Pasadena City College; Paine is an instructor in Downey 
Adult Schools and at Cerritos College, Norwalk; Smith is 
public relations representative of their firm, Creative 
Home Economics Consultants, headquartered in 
Downey.

Paine said many people don’t want to think or hear 
about disaster. “It’s a negative subject,’’ she said. “It 
takes courage and concern to prepare, but preparation is 
good general insurance.

‘The program shows people how they can stay on their 
own premises even if they are damaged, if they have 
their own tools, their own food.” 

There is no time to plan once disaster strikes, said 
Paine, ‘‘The 1933 Long Beach quake, which killed 127 per- 
sons and destroyed most of the city, lasted exactly 11 
seconds.” 

The book tells what to do when a quake hits and, just as 
important, what to do when the shaking stops: Reach un- 
der the bed, or to a predetermined location, for two 
things ... a strong, working flashlight, a pair of low- 
heeled closed shoes. 

“Tf your feet are cut or injured in any way, you're out 
of it, you're helpless, you're a casualty,’’ Paine said. 

The emergency kit of food, water, purifying tablets for 
the water, and first-aid supplies will be an absolute 
necessity in an earthquake, said Paine. 

‘Your friends the doctor and the nurse are not going to 
be there. McDonald's is not going to be there. The super- 
market will not be there. Even the highway may not be 
there.’’ she said.

On the surface, a 
supermarket seems such an 
orderly place — clean, cool, 
almost antiseptic. 

In reality, however, 
today’s supermarket, is a 
battleground: if the bottles, 
cans and boxes on the 
shelves were as agitatedly 
bellicose as the manu- 
facturers who placed them 
there, your supermarket 
would be as flour-strewn, 
ketchup-splattered, Coke- 
sprayed and soapsuds-soak- 
ed as the store under siege 
in Wait Disney’s slapstick 
classic. 

You see, food makers are 
fighting for shelf space. 
Prices are soaring and 
consumers are fuming. 
Sales are sagging as people 
try to cut back on food

purchases in the recession. 
In this recession year, 
supermarket sales are not 
keeping up with inflation. 
That’s only a little worse 
than the performance 
earlier in the decade: 
According to the 
Conference Board, real 
(inflation-adjusted) food 
sales are up just 1 percent 
during the 1970s — half the 
rate of gain of the 1960s. 
Food sales are not 
keeping pace with the 
growth of people’s income. 
According to the 
Agriculture Department, 
people spent 20.2 percent of 
their income on food in 1960. 
Now they spend just 16.5 
percent. In a recession, it 
might decline even more: 
People make price 
substitutions, such as 
buying poultry instead of

Hang Town Fry is a dish 
with a marvelous story 
behind it. The tale goes that 
a miner came _ jubilantly 
into Hang Town to 
celebrate his having 
“struck it rich.’’ In a 
restaurant he requested the 
finest, most expensive meal 
they had. 


When the miner was told 
that oysters and eggs were 
the most expensive items 
on the menu, he told the 
cook to put them together 
and serve up the food. The 
result was delicious! 


Hang Town was another 
name for San Francisco 
during those Gold Rush 
Days. The notorious part of 
that city during the 1800’s 
was the Barbary Coast. If 
you were interested in 
indulging in a vice, the 
Barbary Coast was the 
place to go. As time went on 
the reformers hanged so 
many of the Barbary 
Coast’s citizens that San 
Francisco gained the name 
of Hang Town. 


Hang Town Fry is a 
delightful variation on 
scrambled eggs — good for 
those times when you want 
something a little different, 
— a late night supper, a 
brunch, and outdoor 
cooking instead of the old 
standbys of hamburgers, 
hot dogs. 


The addition of beer was 
not unlikely for milk was as 
scarce as eggs and few 
people trusted the water. 


Hang Town Fry 

% eup (1% stick) butter or 
margarine 

3 tablespoons onions, 
diced 

2 cups (1 pint) oysters, 
well drained 

6 eggs 

4 cup beer 

14 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon Tabasco 

4 teaspoon garlic salt 

4 slices of cooked bacon, 
crumbled 


Melt butter in a large 
heavy skillet. Add onions, 
and cook until onions are 
clear. Drain oysters and pat 
dry with a paper towel. Add 
oysters and saute just until 
the edges begin to curl. 
Beat eggs well with beer, 
salt, Tabasco, garlic salt 
and bacon pieces, Pour egg 
mixture evenly over 
oysters. Stir over low heat 
until eggs are scrambled.

They also buy a higher 
percentage of private label 
merchandise (such as the 
supermarket’s house 
brand), and this year they 
are going heavily for 
generics (also known as ‘‘no 
name’ and ‘‘no frills’’ 
products), which come 
wrapped in plain labels and 
cost 25 to 45 percent less 
than national name brands 
and 15 percent less than 
house brands. 

Generics are now in one- 
fourth of the nation’s super- 
markets and have captured 
about 11 percent of the 
market in those stores that 
carry them. 

To the maker of branded, 
nationally advertised mer- 
chandise, that’s a declara- 
tion of war. ‘‘Nothing 
scares a brand manager 
more than a recession. He 
lives in constant fear of 
private labels all the time 
and the recession 
heightens the fear. 

“The first thing he thinks 
about is a price-off 
promotion — say, one extra 
item for the price of the 
usual 10. But that can be 
suicide for a brand,” said 
Louis J. Haugh, president of 
Westport, Conn.-based Mar- 
keting and Promotion 
Services Inc., a sales 
promotion consulting firm, 
in an interview. 

If historical patterns are 
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repeated, the food 
companies this year will 
heavily rely even more on 
sales hypodermics. In fact, 
there will probably be a 
veritable blizzard of 
coupons, cash rebates, 
premiums, direct-mail 
pieces, point-of-purchase 
pitches and other brazen 
attempts to woo the 
consumer and enrage the 
competition. 

‘In each recent 
recession, coupon distri- 
bution has grown more than 
average,’ said Haugh. The 
statistics alone are start- 
ling: According to A.C. 
Nielsen, there were 17.5 
billion coupons distributed 
in 1969. Five years later, 
there were 30 billion. Last 
year it was 72.7 billion, and 
this year there will be an 
estimated 84 billion. 
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“With the price of goods 
rising and inflation roaring, 
more manufacturers are 
turning to coupons to keep 
their share of the market. 
The recession will heighten 
the activity, probably. Look 
at coffee recently. When the 
price shot up, every manu- 
facturer jumped in with 
coupons,’’ said Ronald 
Lang, a Nielsen researcher 
in New York. 

This year’s percentage 
gain may not match last 
year’s — but the statistical 
base is higher. 

Newspapers are the 
major beneficiary of this 
blitz — getting well over 
half the business, but even 
newspaper executives are 
expressing concern about 
the bewildering array of 
options offered consumers. 
In the trade, it’s called 
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4 speed, low miles, runs great. Lic. 997-TLH. 
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“clutter.” 

John Kelly, a researcher 
for the New York-based 
Newspaper Advertising 
Bureau, said he thinks the 
coupon hurricane will tail 
off: ‘‘The novelty is 
wearing off a little because 
of the clutter. There’s so 
much, people don’t know 
what to do. I don’t think 
these growth rates can 
last,”’ he said.

displays. The housewife 
sees 2,500 point-of-pur- 
chase displays a year. It’s a 
lot of clutter,’ said Haugh, 
who is also a columnist for 
Advertising Age magazine. 

“But for the consumer, 
it’s a good trend. The manu- 
facturer can bring the price 
of the product down to close 
to the price of a private 
label,’’ he said. 

However, the kind of 
product that gets this kind 
of merchandising support is 
often the more expensive 
convenience goods, which

That means that if your 
inflation survival strategy 
is ‘to stop eating and go 
naked, your game plan is 
only! half sound: You might 


as well wear clothes, 
because they haven’t been 
rising in price very rapidly. 


In fact, during 1978, 
prices of apparel and 
upkeep, the component of 
the consumer price index 
(CPI) including clothing, 
footwear and services such 
as dry cleaning, rose a 
mere 3.2 percent. Last 
year, when consumer prices 
generally were rising at 
more than 13 percent, 
apparel and upkeep prices 
rose just 5.5 percent. 


Survey predicts

In the latest CPI report, 
apparel and upkeep prices 
rose rapidiy — at a 0.8 
percent monthly rate, or 
around 10 percent at an 
annual rate — but that 
followed two months of just 
0.2 percent, and analysts 
and economists specializing 
in the apparel industry do 
not think clothing prices 
will begin escalating. 

‘““At least something 


seems to be a reasonably . 


good buy these days,”’ said 
Fabian Linden, ecoriomist 
for New York’s Conference 
Board. In the category of 
apparel, “‘The dollar has 
lost comparatively little of 
its buying power.” 

Linden credits the soft 
prices with what he says 
were fairly brisk results 
during the decade: ‘The 
relatively modest rise in 
clothing prices in recent 
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years has probably acted to 
boost sales,’ he said, 
pointing out that while total 
consumer expenditures 
were rising at an annual 
rate of 3.2 percent during 
the last 10 years, 
consumption of men’s 
apparel grew by 3.9 percent 
and women’s by 5.3 

However, the total 
category of apparel — 
men’s, women’s, children’s, 
uniforms, shoes, etc. — 
captured a declining 
percentrage of consumers’ 
spending as the decade 
went on, according to 
Conference Board data. 

In 1969 the general 
category of clothing. as a 
percentage of total personal 
consumption was 7.79. By 
1975 it had slipped to 7.16. In 
1978 it was 6.75 and last 
year, 6.57. 

“That decline may be 
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bottoming out now,” said 
Brenda Gall, analyst for 
Wall Street’s Merrill 
Lynch, Pierce Fenner and 
Smith. She believes that 
apparel prices have 
remained soft because, 
“The retailers have been 
very cautious about 
building inventory. Also, 
the industry is quite 
competitive, and the growth 
of imports (often lower in 
price) may have been a 
factor.” 

Gall believes that prices 
should remain soft this 
year, and that for the 
foreseeable future, the 
apparel industry is in fairly 
good shape. ' 

Ed Johnson, publisher of 
Johnson Redbook Service, a 
Wall Street - based 
subsidiary of Cleveland’s 
Prescott, Ball and Turben, 
noted, ‘‘Retailers have been

pressuring manufacturers 
to keep prices low.” 

Last year, imports 
slipped 10 percent, 
according to Johnson’s 
data. 

Johnson thinks the decade 
is getting off to a good start, 
and he is reasonably 
optimistic. But there is a 
problem: anemic profits. 
“It’s a narrow margin 
business,’’ said Johnson. 

“The bottom line got 
killed in 1974 - 1975. There 
was a nice rebound in 1976 
and 1977, but with the 
exception of jeans, profit 
margins were again under 
pressure in 1978 and 1979,” 
he said. 

Other analysts agree that 
the business is spotty: 
Jeans manufacturing and 
retailing are quite 
profitable, but men’s suits 
have been a headache,

Old Rancho Cucamonga 
winery may get face lift

Virginia Dare, the grand old lady 
of wineries in Rancho Cucamonga, 
may be getting a face lift. 

Even though the winery is long 
past its heyday, the lady’s concrete 
form at the northwest corner of 
Haven Avenue and Foothill Boule- 
vard still retains the majestic, awe- 
some quality that made her the 
center of the wine industry for 50 
years. 

Representatives of the Hon Devel- 
opment Co. of Laguna Hills, which 
purchased the 13¥2-acre site from 
Glendora physicians Dr. Jack W. Ja- 
penga and Dr. Harry Alexon, 
strolled through the crumbling struc- 
tures recently with members of the 
Rancho Cucamonga Historical Pre- 
servation Commission. The meeting 
and tour’s purpose was to determine 
how the winery can best be used in a 
new commercial development. 

Exploring ways to upgrade and de- 
velop the site are Andrew Melilli, 
Hon project manager on the Virginia 
Dare site; Pete Ryhlick, Hon con- 
struction manager; Gary Sanders, 
Hon marketing director; Gary Sand- 
ers, and architect Peter G. Shutts of 
the Los Gatos firm of Shutts and 
Schwimmer. 

The winery is under consideration 
by the city commission for a historic 


The rounded mission columns and architectural style led to the 


landmark designation. The commis- 
sion has given the developer 60 days 
to complete a feasiblity study that 
will examine the buildings’ structu- 
ral soundness, what would be needed 
to physically upgrade the site to 
present building code standards and 
the marketing-development options 
available. 

The winery has been a major at- 
traction in the sprawling agricultural 
land since 1910. Its cement columns 
still draw tourists, college students, 
adventurers and local residents when 
the locked gates are temporarily 
opened. It has been the setting for 
scenes in The Fugitive, Combat, 
Mannix and Cannon television pro- 
grams and a host of films. 

A family of barn owls are now the 
only daily visitors to the hallowed, 
vacant buildings. Evidence of an oc- 
casional interloper is seen in the 
graffiti wisdom, ‘‘Be thankful for 
your first breath and grateful for 
everything after.” 

Sam Elder, a longtime Rancho 
Cucamonga resident, recalled some 
of the history and flavor of the win- 
ery during his 30 years of employ- 
ment there. He started working 
there as a young boy during the sum- 
mer of 1930. After finishing school, 
he returned to work as a mechanic. 
He later moved into the lab and then 
from 1947 to 1960 was plant manager

and winemaker. 

The winery was designed by 
Arthur Benton, the architect of the 
Glenwood Inn, now popularly known 
as the Mission Inn in Riverside. The 
original name was the Mission 
Winery because of its Spanish mis- 
sion architectural style. The winery 
and 1,000 acres of vineyards were ini- 
tially owned by Colonel Post, a color- 
ful pioneer figure in Alta Loma, and 
John Klusman, one of the three 
brothers well known in the area’s 
history. 

“Colonel Post was sort of a fabu- 
lous figure in this area in those 
days,’ Elder said. ‘John Klusman 
helped him in locating a site for his 
proposed winery. And Henry Klus- 
man was a cement contractor at that 
time. He built the plant.”’ 

Meanwhile, Leroy Weller, nephew 
of Paul Garrett of the North Carolina 
Garrett and Co. vintners who built 
the country’s first winery, was sent 
to Southern California to acquire a 
winery, Elder said. The Garretts 
bought a winery on Haven Avenue 
just north of the Santa Fe Railway 
tracks and began negotiations on the 
recently-completed Post-Klusman 
business. 

When Garrett took over that win- 
ery in 1912, it was renamed the Vir- 
ginia Dare. The top-of-the-line 
product by the firm had originally 
been named for the first white child 
born in North Carolina. And the local 
winery was given the premium 
wine's name. 

Garrett and Co. had already built a 
reputation for innovation and qual- 
ity. And the mission-styled winery 
here became a hub of the wine busi- 
ness and a place of beauty in the val- 
ley. 

Prohibition didn’t handicap the 
owners who simply produced ‘‘tonic”’ 
for the public market and realized 
major increases in their fresh fruit 
sales. By-products, such as a concen- 
trate that evaporated the water from 
the grape and produced a thick, hon- 
ey-like substance that could be used 
for home winemaking, were also de- 
veloped during the prohibition years, 
Elder said. 

When prohibition ended, Garrett 
withdrew from the fresh fruit mar- 
ket and went back into wine produc- 
tion. 

Melilli is uncertain about what can 
be done with the structure that was 
closed down in 1962. The building re- 
ceived major damage in a 1964 fire 
and is now crumbling with age. 

‘No steel reinforcements were 
used in the older buildings. Large 
boulders and rocks were used for re- 
inforcement,”’ Melilli said. “As a 
structure, there’s a question of 
whether it can meet today’s building 
code and safety standards. The boul- 
ders look massive but it doesn’t do a 
whole lot for the strength of the 
walls.” 

Sanders, a San Francisco Bay resi- 
dent who has studied the transitions 
of wineries in the Napa-Sonoma val- 
ley for marketing purposes, said 
‘‘wineries are difficult to maintain as 
they exist right now. They are an in- 
dustrial building by nature. To do 
anything less than industry is mas- 
sive,” 


Hon is considering a mixed-use 
zoning for the site with a combina- 
tion of office and commercial devel- 
opments, restaurants and theme 
shops. They are hoping that at least 
the large front section will be able to 
be either preserved or razed and ren- 
ovated in order to recapture the 
character of the winery. 

“To build a commercial or busi- 
ness center is a business and it has to 
work,” said Ryhlick. ‘“‘We have also 
to determine the city’s needs and 
come up with something that is com- 
patible with good business sense.”
